" 5. Powers and functions of the Chief Executive 
Officer ( 1) The Chief Executive Officer appo

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6A . Removal of Chairman , Member , etc., from 
the Commission .

for which there is effective demand in the 
opinion of the Commission ;

(k ) to ensure genuineness and to set up 
standards of quality and ensure that products 
of khadi and village industries do conform to 
the said standards, including issue of certifi 
cates or letters of recognition to the concerned 
persons ; and

" 13. Term of office and conditions of service of 
the chairman and other members. - ( 1 ) Every 
member of the Commission other than an ex 
officio member shall hold office for a term of 
five years :

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - eighth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the State of Arunachal Pradesh 
( Amendment ) Act, 1987. 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 20th day of February , 1987
